are longer than in almost any other occupation, the wor 
harder and the pay less. Why, (hen, should a man capable o 
doing a different kind of work seek employment on a farm 
Lei him answer who can. 


Some time ago this paper in commenting upon the conleu 


tion that the eight-hour day is impracticable, if not impossible 
or. the farm freely admitted that a farm dayVwork cannot be 
done in eight hours; and asked why the problem could no! be 
solved by having the men work more than eight hours sine 
paying them extra for overtime, as is done in other lines ol 


* work. 


It is apparent that thoughts along this line are suggesting 


themselves to others. One of the leading agriculluraVpapers 
of the Hast recently published an arlicie on "The Farmer's 
Right-hour Day," in which it spoke of the diliiculty of estab- 
lishing the short day on the farm, but admitted that "Right 
now things are out of balance," evidently meaning by t'his 
that the farmers are placed at a disadvantage in comparison 
with other employers so far as the question of help is con- 
cerned. The paper goes on to say: "Somehow if seems clifli- 
culi for farmers to realize that the old order of things has gone 
and that today they arc in direct competition with the world, 
which faces a very real and exacting code of living. . . . Why 
should a farmer expect his hired man lo work after hours gel- 
ting in hay just because the weather happens lo be fine? And 
why should he complain aboul the difficulty of getting help at 
&:> to work ten hours when Hie cily mills might pay S'l for 
eight hours?"' 
' 


The paper in question readies the conclusion (hat ultimately 


farm.wages m\istcompare favorably with cily wages, and that 
the extra cost musl-be'-added to (lie.final cost of the goods, 
which additional bill the city consumer must pay cheerfully. 


Just how this problem will be worked out il is impossible 


to say, bu't it'would seem thai the solution must lie somewhat 
along the line indicated. 
It cannot be expected that men wil 


work on farms from altruistic motives. 
It is purely a business 


proposition. The average man is going to work where he can 
gel (he most money for Ihe physical or mental strength thai 
he puts into his work, and as mailers sland.loday Ihe"farm is 
imaNe lo compete with other industries in attracting and re- 
taining 
1 employes. At the present prices for produce, high as 


they are, most farmers feel compelled lo gel along with as 
lilllc hired help as possible, and 'they will continue'to feel so 
until (hey can pass the extra cost along (o the consumer as Ihe 
proprietors of other .industries do. 


Vet it^will;be well Ip. face Ihe (roubles of Ihe day as (hey 


arise and hot worry overmuch about the future. Sometimes 
the most threatening situations fade away before they are 
reached, and while we may never see flip eight-hour day on 
Ihe farm, il is quite possible that if il should'come it would not 
be such a calamity-as consumers believe il would be. There 
was a lime when (he eight-hour day in any industry was 
con- 


sidered extravagant, but il has come and the world slill re- 
volves on its.axis. Perhaps it win continue lo do so if the 
lime ever comes when the farmeiVhired man is able lo hold 
up his head and say "I'm wit1 you."
